The facts of this "revolution," pg It Is im- 


properly caned, are now a matter cf history. 
Under tho false pretence of protection to 
American interests, which wero in no way en- 
dangered. troops were landed regardless of In- 
ternational rights, from the tuiited States 
steamship Boston, on the afternoon of January 
JO. 1B03, and so placed as to Intimidate tho queen

The necessity of this attitude of absolute In- 


activity on the patt of the Hawaiian, was fur- 
ther indorsed and emphasized by Commis- 
sioner Blount, so that, If the Hawaiian? have 
held their peace in a manner that willvimlieato 
their character as law-abiding citizens, \ct It 
cannot and must not be construed ns evidence 
that they are apathetic or Indifferent, or ready 
to acquiesce in the wrong and bow to the usurp- 
ers 
No, the traditional virtue of tho aborig- 


ines is respect and obedience to

rulers, and it has been fully tested in the pres- 
ent crisis; and when tbe Hawaiian patriotic 
league, whose representatives the present 
memorialists are, formed of enthusiastic 
branches all over tho Islands.

THE COUGH LIN TRIAL 


Uadloal Bzperte Called In Behalf of 


the Defense 


TRIPPED UP OH CROSS-BXillliTlOII. 


The Effort to Cast Doubt Upon the 


Cause ol Dr. Cronin's Death Not 


Very Succesiful—The Whit* 


Horse Again. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—As in the former 


trial the defense of Daniel Coughlin 
began yesterday by an attack on the 
state's proof that Dr. Cronin died as a 
result of the injuries inflicted on hla 
head. The prosecution was allowed to 
sandwich several witnesses between 
the defense testimony, and then finally 
rested. There are half a dozen more 
or less eminent medical men ready to 
swear the cause of death is unknown. 


The defense testimony did not begin 


auspiciously for Coughlin. Dr. James 
F. Todd made a poor witness on the 
point which the defense is trying to 
make that the state's theory as" to Cro- 
nin's death having been caused by the 
injuries inflicted on his head has not 
been proved. The medical expert as- 
sumed too much and knew too little 
when he fell into the hands of State's 
Attorney Bottum. 


When driven into u. corner, from 


which there was no escape, except by 
a confession of errors, the witness com- 
plained that "catch" questions were 
being put to him. At another time lie 
said: "My idea U that your questions 
have been put to me to disparage rae 
before the jury. 


This special pleading did not stop" 


the prosecuting attorney from keep- 
ing up his cross-fire of questions aimed 
at destroying the value of the doctor's 
opinion that the cause of death was 
unknown. His readiness to swear to 
the mistake made by the typewriter in 
copying hypothetical questions put 
iiim in a ridiculous light before the 
jury. In describing the conditions of 
the organs Judge Wing's copy read: 
"Hyposraric condition of the kidneys," 
Instead of "hypostatic congestion of 
the kidney," but that did not make any 
difference in the testimony of the doc- 
tor until the mistake was pointed out 
to him with pleasure by Attorney Bot- 
tnm. 


On another point the witness was 


competed to admit he had made an er- 
roneous statement, pleading that be 
did not understand the question. 


The next medical expert for the de- 


fense did not fail so badly under cross- 
examination. 
He was Dr. James G. 


Kernan, a specialist in nervous dis- 
eases, who was superintendent of the 
Cook county insane asylum at the time 
of the murder. He made the same an- 
swers as Dr. Todd did in regard to the 
cause of death being unknown after 
the hypothetical questions had been 
out to him. He strengthened his opin- 
ion by saying he could not tell the 
cause of death in the absence of a 
linical history of the case and a micro- 
scopical examination of the organs. 


In the midst of a high pressure-ex- 


amination the court took a recess. 


In addition to his medical testimony 


Dr. Eiernan had something to say 
about toe state of the weather the 
night Of May 4, 1889.

Tbey are 
compelled to seek help at tbe chanty 
store, and they will be enpplied whether 
they work or not; bnt tbe men would 
teal leaa dependant if they were afforded 
an opportunity to accept the Burrows 
proposition. 


It waa expected that satisfactory ar- 


rangements could be made with tbe city 
authorities to-day, bnt aa yet the mayor 
and none of the council committees have 
conferred with the charity fund manage- 
ment. It would appear that there ie not 
harmony of action. Possibly a plan ot 
action will be agreed upon thia week. It 
baa been demonstrated that certain ben- 
eficiaries of the charity fund, to the

ber ot 45 at leaat, are willing and anxiona 
to work for what they get at the store, 
tbat they may not feel that they are pau- 
pers.
